Total of Deaths From Poi- 
sonous Fog Mounts 
to 67

BRUSSELLS, Dec. 8. — Queen 
Elizabeth of the Belgians, accom- 
panied by her staff visited tho death- 
stricken villages of the Meuse Valley 
Sunday, entering the homes of several 
of the sick and sympathizing with the 
bereaved.

‘Three more deaths, bringing the 
total to 67, and the fact that many 
are still suffering despite the lifting 
of the fog were advanced as argu- 
ments that the deaths were caused by 
noxious fumes released from an in- 
dustrial plant, 

Sensation statements as to poison 
fumes continued to circulate Sunday. 
Fye witnesses said they noticed a nar- 
row dark cloud which originated in a 
neighboring heights and which rolled 
along the valley. 

A similar calamity occurred in the 
winter of 1911, claiming as victims, | 
both men and animals, Post mortems 
at that time disclosed the deaths were 
from pulmonary emphysema, Fog | 
epidemics of the same nature occurred 
in 1902 and 1897, }

Representatives of the two great re- 
ligious committees ot India have 
agreed on a federal system for India, 
but they have disagreed on the prin- 
ciple of its constitution. 

In the committes of the conference 
during the coming week, efforts will be 
made to reach a Hindu-Moslem settle- 
ment. There is rumor of a porsible 
appeal to the League of Nations if the 
next week's negotiations fail, 

The trouble has arisen largely over 
the question of representation in the 
proposed federal parliament, Mos- 


lems want the principle of separate 
electorates carried to the new federal 
legislature, and ask for one-third of 
the total seats. 

The majority holding Hindus, how- 
ever, stand for joint electorates with 
reserved seats.

HERE TO STAY 


The annual report that the Douk- 
hobors in Canada would shake the dust 
of the Dominion from their feet and 
migrate to Mexico turns out to be a mis- 
take, as usual. The prospective colony in 
the southern republic is to be founded by 
a party of several thousands of the sect 
whom Russia wants to get rid of—and 
who wanted to come to Canada but were 
declined with thanks. 

Our Canadian Doukhobors have their 
limitations, and adopt rather crude 
methods to demonstrate their incurable 
disinclination to send their children to 
school, but they know a good country 
when they have found one. They have 
quite as little intention of going to 
Mexico, or anywhere else, as the Canadian 
public have of trying to prevent them 


going. 
A QUESTION OF METHOD 


Premier Hertzog of South Africa says 
only by a system of tariff preferences 
can the farmers of that and the other 
dominions obtain any particular advan- 
tage in the British market against foreign 
competitors. “Only” is a very restrictive 
word, and should be used with caution in 
that connection. 

Mr. Stevens, Canada’s minister of 
trade and commerce, states that the 
“quota” method of purchases by Great 
Britain was considered at the Imperial 
conference and found to be feasible. He in- 
timated that the proposal was apparently 
being favorably received by Canadian ex- 
porters of food-stuffs. The quota 
arrangement has at least the recommen- 
dation that it appears to be practicable, 
while a tax on foreign food-stuffs enter- 
ing Britain has been repudiated by all 
three parties there and is apparently not 
to be numbered among things possible. 

A quota system which assured the sale 
in Britain of a certain amount or propor- 
tion of dominion wheat and other com- 
modities would be a very substantial ad- 
vantage to Canadian producers, and there 
is no apparent reason why it should not 
be equally advantageous to producers in 
South Africa. Mr. Hertzog perhaps labors 
under the somewhat common limitation 
that he cannot conceive of a thing being 
done at all unless it is done in his way. 


“TELLING” EASTERN CANADA 

Speaking at London, Ont., President 
Beatty of the C.P.R. cited two things 
which can be done and should be done to 


avert hardship among western farm 
families during the winter and to restore 
solvency, confidence and strength to 
western agriculture. 

One proposal is that the Dominion 
Government assume a part or all of the 
obligation that was incurred by the prairie 
provinces in guaranteeing the losses of 
the Wheat Pool. This to enable the 
Provincial Governments concerned to give 
what measure of relief may be needed by 
farmers during the winter and to help 
them in financing next year’s crop where 
such help is required. 

The second suggestion is that a com- 
pany he formed to advance the necessary 
capital to farmers who want to buy stock 
and have not the means. This proposal 
is of particular interest in central and 
northern Alberta, and business men and 
capitalists in the centres of this province 
might be doing a good stroke of business 
for the farmers and for themselves if 
they put it in action. 

These are constructive and entirely 
practical propositions, They are advanced 
at a time when the western air is filled 
with wild ideas, running all the way from 
a “pegged” price for wheat to the notion 
that the wheat-zrower might recover his 
position in the world market by growing 
less wheat. That in itself is a convincing 
reason why the proposals should get 
Serious attention. 

The west is indebted to Mr. Beatty for 
having pet the plight of western agricul- 
ture before the eastern public as a prob- 
lem of national importance and one 
deserving of national assistance. No one 
can speak on the subject there with 
greater authority, and that is the part of 
the Dominion in which the gravity of the 
Situation has to be realized if the federal 
Government and private capital are to 
intervene in any large way to help remedy 
matters

WHY NOT “EXCHANGE” 
GOVERNOKS? 

His Majesty has appointed the new 
Governor-General of Australia on recom- 
mendation of the Government of the Com- 
monwealth, without reference to the Gov- 
ernment of Great Britain, and the ap- 
pointee is an Australian citizen 

The significance is that each dominion 
hereafter will select its own representative 
of the King, and that being a resident of 
the dominion will be no barrier against se- 
lection for the honor. In due course it may 
be expected that a successor of Lord Wil- 
lingdon will be chosen by the Government 
at Ottawa, and that he will in ail prob- 
ability be a Canadian, 

This is of course a logical and necess- 
ary corollary of the declared equality of 
the dominions and the motherland in mat- 
ters of self-government. The develop- 
ment was inevitable, and no valid objec- 
tion can be taken to it, save by that al- 
most extinet minority who would revive 
the “colonial” status and tradition, 

But if this arrangement is to work 
well care will have to be taken that there 
is no room for a suspicion of partiality on 
the part of a Governor-General as between 
one political party and-another. There 
have been times in Canada when a Cana- 
dian Governor-General would have been 
placed in a very unenviable position, and 
might easily have lost for the office some. 
of the public confidence that has hitherto 
been accorded it, and which should always 
be accorded it. The case of Lord Byng 
in 1926 is one very much to the point. 

How would it be if the dominions 
agreed among themselves that each 
should select its governor-general from 
among the citizens of some other domin- 
ion? A distinguished citizen of South 
Africa or Australia or New Zealand would 
no doubt be acceptable as Governor-Gen- 
eral of Canada, if the courtesy were re- 
turned in the normal course of things. 
That would ensure that the holder of the 
office would be always an “outsider”, and 
as such free from party affiliations and 
obligations in the country in which he rep- 
resented the King. It would at the same 


time be a rather fine gesture of friendli- 
ness from one dominion to another, and a 
symbol of their membership in the Em- 


pire.

THOSE ALKALINE LIMA BEANS 


Those who are doing heavy Work usually come 
home wishing for a heavy nourishing meal, and the 
tendency is to eat too many of the heavy acid-form- 
ing foods, One of the recent important discoveries 
in the food line is that lima beans are very alkaline- 
forming, Uf you serve lima beans occasionally you 
may be sure that you aro serving an alkaline food 
which will tend to balance the acid-forming foods 
in your diet and so build for better health. 

Dried lima beans are also rich in vitamin B 
which prevents pellagra and polyneuritis, They are 
a good winter food, being heat and energy producers 
The dried Mma beans are especially valuable in those 
places where it is hard to get fresh vegetables during 
the winter, When cooked, these beans have a rich, 
nut-like flavor, They are not expensive, and when 
using them the housewife culs down the cost of the 
meal because they swell up by absorbing water. When 
you buy two cups of dried lima beans you have six 
cups when they are cooked 

Lima beans are more wholesome than the or- 
dinary dried beans and they do not have as much 
of a tendency to form gas. Dried lima beans are a 
good source of protein, containing 18%. However, 
the protein is not a complete one, and the beans 
should be supplemented by the use of meat, milk 
or eggs at some other meal of the day. Lima beans 
also contain a Jarge amount of starch and those who 
have a tendency to gas sometimes find that the 
mixture of protein and starch causes excessive fer- 
mentation, ‘This condition will not be so pronounced 
if vigorous physical culture exercises are used. 

When you use lima beans it is the best plan to 
make them the principal dish of a meal, using in 
addition large quantities of cooked and raw non- 
starchy vegetables, Lima beans may be made into 
a variety of hearty home dishes that taste good after 
a day of hard work, Here is a good basic recipe for 
preparing dried lima beans: In the morning after 
breakfast put the lima beans to soak in cold water. 
About a half hour before supper time drain the lima 
beans, cover them with boiling water and cook 
slowly until they are tender. ‘This requires about 
thirty minutes, Add a little salt after they have 
been cooking about twenty minutes, ‘This recipe can 
be used for either large or baby limas. If you do 
not wish to cook the limas yourself, you can obtain 
them from your grocer already cooked and canned. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
(To Keep Voice Clear) 

Question: Singer writes: “I am to sing at a 
concert and would like to know what is best to soothe 
the throat. Whiie at home my voice is very clear, 
but as soon as I face an audience it gets clogged. 
‘This might be due to a little nervousness, but please 
advise me what will keep it in order for the occa- 
sion,” 

Answer: There is no special remedy to take 
which will soothe the throat, as the substances 
swallowe@ do not remain on the vocal cords, A 
small amount of menthol med with honey 
sometimes gives a temporary relief. It is also a 
good policy not to use cold water, ice cream or 
any other cold substance before singing and it 
is also wise to not eat a very large meal before 
your appearance. If you have a tendency to 
catarth you should attempt to overcome this by 
following a correct fasting and dicting regimen.

Public Radio 


By GLENN FRANK 


Yesterday I spoke of the social 
possibilities {n state-controlled radio 
stations 

Today let me list some of the 
things such a station might do, 

(1) It could serve the agricul- 
tural interests of the country by 
furnishing from the colleges of ag- 
riculture technical and market in- 
formation to the farmers. 

(2) It could serve the adult cili- 


wvenry of the state by furnishing 
continuous educational opportunity 
beyond the school years and beyond 
school walls, 

(3) It could serve the = rural 
schools of the less favored regions 
by supplementing their methods and 
their materials, syndicating to the 
poorest school the most creative 
teaching genius the state might 
possess, 

(4) It could serve public interests 
and public enterprise in a thousand 
ways by providing them with as 
good radio facilitins as private in- 
terests and private enterprise now 
have 

(5) It could, as I suggested previ- 
ously, serve the interests of an in- 
formed public opinion by providing 
a state-wide forum for pro and con 
discussion of problems of public 
policy, 

(6) It could keep the small busi- 
ness men and the professional bus!- 
ness men abreast of the latest im- 
portant developments in their fields, 
passing on to such men what would 
be, in effect, as good research 
counsel as the great industries and 
professional associations are able to 
buy. 

To render these services, I am 
convinced that it will be necessary 
to supplement commercial with non- 
commercial radio stations. 

The commercial stations, in one 
way or another and in varying de- 
grees, are making important con- 
tributions to most of the services I 
have listed. But as a matter of 
national policy, it would seem a bit 
unfortunate if all advice on the use 
of electricity on the farm, let us say 
had to come as indirect advertising 
for electrical supply houses, or if 
all discussion of agricultural and 
health interests had to come from 
firms desiring to sell their products 
and over radio stations supported 
by advertising revenue from such 
firms, 

We need some experimentation in 
the harnessing of the radio to pub- 
lic interests if we are to evolve this 
sort of vital supplement to the sys- 
tem of commercial radio stations.

WHITEHORSE, Y.T., Dec, 8—With 
the headwaters of the Pelly river as 
their objec!ive, Alr Pilot BE, L. Wasson 
and Joe Walsh, guide, took off from 
here on Saturday in a final effort to 
locate Capt, FB J. A. Burke, Emil 
Kading and Bob Marten, lost since) 
they left their stranded plane on the 
upper reaches of Liard river on Oc, 
17, 

Wasson and Walsh are flying the 
‘Treadwell-Yukon ski-equipped plane 
they were vaing when they located the 
Burke machine on November 24; they 
also used it a week ago when they 
flew back to the Liard only to find 
inscribed on a tree Burke's message 
that on October 17 he and his two 
companions had left thelr plane on 
a dash to Wolf lake, almost without 
food. Wolf lake is fifty miles south 
of the point on the Liard where Burke 
abandoned his machine. 

Wasson and Walsh are carrying 
snowshoes, rifles and an ample sup- 
ply of provisions. They are equippel 
for a reconnaissance which may last 
several days. They intend to thor- 
oughly sweep the country at the head- | 
waters of the Pelly, wild and snow-| 
covered to a depth of several feet at 
this time of the year, | 

Wasson believes it possible that) 
Burke, Kading and Marten may havev 
abandoned their original intention of | 
making for Wolf lake and have head- | 
ed in the direction of the Upper Pelly, | 
almost due north of the scene of the | 
Liard river landing. |

WATCHILL, RI, Dec, 8—Seven 
| persons lost their lives when the coal 
|jaden stern-schooner “Storm Petre)” 
foundered in the chill, wind-swept

guard fleet of destroyers and patrol

for hours after the tragedy, news did 
not become known until today. 

The drowned were four men, in- 
cluding the captain whose name was 
believed to be Dial, two women, one 
of whom was the captain's wife, and 
ship's cook, and a child. The names 
of the others were undetermined, All 
were negroes 

The tragedy occurred three hours 
after the Storm Petrel left the New 
London base in tow of the coast guard 
ship Nemaha. The boatswain com- 
manding the Nemaha became dis- 
satisfied with the light which a small 
searchlight was throwing upon his 
tow some 200 yards astern. 

He switched it off for a m 
while preparing to throw a larger 
light onto the Storm Petrel, But 
when the stronger beam was focused 
where the schooner had been the 
craft had already plunged to the bot- 
tom.

Certainly I would not have believed 
that there was such a Rip Van Winkle vil-

jage in the United States, but if you have the misfortune, Mr. Four Hundred 
to live in @ community that is still wrapped in the slumber of 20 or 40 years 
ago, it ls your civic duty to wake it up and make it rub the sleep out of Its 
eyes and see how the world looks at things in this progressive age. 


So far from a woman losing caste in these days by becoming self- 
supporting, she gains prestige and nobody thinks any more of criticizing 
her than they would of criticizing a man for going into business. Every- 
body respects the woman who goes out and carns her own living if she 
is poor instead of becoming @ parasite on somebody else. And if a rich 
woman goes into business because she is tired of society and bored, every- 
body thinks it ts her own affair and rather likes her spunk and enter- 
prise, 

I know @ Russian Grand Duchess who is # checker in a restaurant in 
Paris, and every man who passes by her table bends his head as respectfully 
to her as he would do if she were in the drawing-room of her old palace, I 
have bought hats of a titled lady in London. I know a dozen smart society 
women in New York who run their own shops, and in my own town there 
are girla who stand behind counters a!1 day and sit at the most exclusive 
dinner tables at night 


When women achieved coonomic freedom and broke down the dours 
of opportunity, they scrapped the idea that it demeaned a woman to 
work outside of her own home, Now it is not the girl who is a clerk or 
a bookkeeper or a stenographer who is looked down upon. It is the girl 
who needs to work and doesn't do it, the girl who sits down and lets her 
peor old father support her or who hangs like a milistone around her 
brothers’ necks or who marries for a meal ticket instead of earning her 
own bread and butter, 


So far as your lowering yourself because you go with a girl who has had 
the courage and independence to go to work in @ town where there is a pre- 
judice against girls going into shops, I'l) say that any man is honored by the 
friendship of a girl with that much character, and he ts a lucky man if she 
will condescend to marry him. But if you are ashamed to be seen out with 
her, stop going with her and give her a chance with some man with more 
backbone than you have, You are not worthy of her, 


But, really, something ought to be done about that town of yours té 
enlighten it about the status of the working woman of today, I am going

It isn’t quite so easy for a man to lose his wife's affections as it is 
for a woman to lose her husband's, for women's hearts seem to have a 
more adhesive quality than men’s. ° 


T have seen wives stick to husbands who cursed them and beat them and 
mistreated them. I have seen wives kiss the thing they fished out of the 
gutter and wait patiently through years of unfaithfulness for husbands to 
come back to them when they were old and broken and worn out and had 
wasted their money in riotous living and no other woman would have them. 
I have seen widows weeping over graves in which 40 years of trouble was 
vurled and when any normal human being, you would have thought, would 
have been singing songs of rejoicing over their deliverance. 


But, unfortunately, not all women are afflicted with w forgiving dis- 
position and the guminess of a mustard plaster. Many of them are as 
fickle as men and as hard tu hold as an eel, but even those wives who

This testing of gasoline was carried 
out at the request of and in co-opera- 
tion with an Alberta legislative com- 
mittee, headed by W. G, Farquharson, 
U.F.A,, Ribstone, appointed to inquire 
in the whole question of gasoline and 
lubricating oils with a view to reach- 
ing some standard, as it was felt that 
heretofore has been too wide a varia- 
tion in the quality of products from 
different companies 

122 Samples 

The survey was made in order to 
obtain information regarding the 
quality of Alberta fuels anfi the re- 
sults were compared with the average 
quality of gasoline sold in Canada 
during the past six years and with the 
specifications for motor fuel of the 
United States federal board, A total 
of 122 samples were collected from 
five cities, namely, Calgary, Edmon- 
ton, Lethbridge, Medicine Hat and 
Red Deer, The fuels included 63 
samples of gasoline and 87 samples of 
kerosene, Standard tests were made 
under the supervision of P, V. Rose- 
warne and H, M, Chantler of the 
mines branch, and the rosults of these 
tests were tabulated and definite con- 
clusions as to Alberta motor fuels were 
drawn up. 

The gasoline was superior to that 
sold in the United States in July of 
1929, according to a report of the U8. 
bureau of mines, and was better than 
the revised United States federal 
specifications for motor gasoline. The 
analyses also indicated that the 
gasolines analysed were free from 
traces of water and in only a few 
cases was the sulphur content higher 
than the maximum allowed by the 
United States specifications. Tests on 
kerosene sold in Alberta during March 
and April of 1930 indicated that it 
was of good quality when judged by 
standerd specifications The average 


results for the diffcrent classes of | 
fuels showed that the products from | 


the same refinery are remarkably uni- 


form in distillation range, flash point | 


and sulphur content,

Suppose Everybody Rocked the Boat! 


One of my friends, who has what he considers a refined taste in chebse 
and ia particularly partial to imported brands, tella me that he thinke 
Iam overstepping the bounds of good taste in keeping this ‘Produced in 
Canada” agitation up so long, and elaborating it from so many angles. 
In effect he says to me: ‘‘So long as the importation of cheese is lawful, 
whose business but my own is it if I gratify my liking for imported 
cheese? I pay what the law demands in the way of customs duties. Then 
why lecture me for doing what I have a perfect right to doP”’ 


Whose business but his own? I am going to try to show him, in this 
my public answer to him, that it's everybody's business ! 


As an easy and effective way of doing so, an old lesson from school days 
comes aptly to mind. In proving his theorems, you all remember how 
often Euclid used to employ the “‘reductio ad absurdum’’ method— 
assuming the opposite of what he wanted to prove, and then showing 
how absurd were the deductions it involved. So let us try the same 
thing on this business of importing cheese, remembering always, of 
course, that any one of a hundred other products would serve equally 
well as an illustration. 


First we must admit that if it’s all right for some Canadians to restrict 
their purchases of cheese to imported cheese, it's all right for every 
Canadian to do the same thing. Now if not one single Canadian were 
to purchase Canadian-made cheese, most of the Canadian cheese fac- 
tories would have no alternative but to close up, for there isn’t nearly 
enough export trade in cheese to keep them all going. 


Next, we must concede that if there is no question about the propriety 
of those people, who prefer imported cheese, buying imported cheese, 
we must likewise concede that there can be no question about the 
propriety of these people who prefer imported biscuits, jams, hats, 
shoes, motor cars or what not, buying such articles. 
there can be no objection to some Canadians buying such articles, there 
can be no objection if every Canadian should decide to pass up every 
Canadian manufacturer, and buy only articles that had been made by 
some foreign manufacturer, employing foreign labour and using foreign 


materials. 


And as before, if 


Result-—-Every Canadian factory of every kind whatsoever 


(excepting only those manufacturing wholly or mainly for export) closed 
up, hundreds of thousands of wage-earners left stranded, tradesmen 
deprived of the great majority of their cash customers, landlords 
clamouring for rents and professional men clamouring for fees that 
could not be collected, empty houses, empty stores, tax sales, people 
moving away—all for the simple reason that nobody had any income 
because nobody was producing anything. 


Nobody, that is to say, except the Canadian farmer. But why should we 


assume that he would still be producing? If Canadians unanimously 


chose to buy imported manufactured articles in preference to domestic 
manufactured articles, why should they not also choose with equal 
propriety to buy imported farm products in preference to domestic farm 
products? Many Canadians already do it regularly in the case of early 
fruits and vegetables. So if it’s all right for some of them to do it part 
of the time, why isn't it all right for all of them to do it all of the time? 


Of course by the time we got round to the point where nobody in Canada 
was producing anything, due to the fact that no Canadian was willing 
to buy a made-in-Canada product, none of us would have the where- 


withal to buy the next meal.

So to those who think that perhaps I am going a bit too far with this 
agitation, all I feel called upon to say is that I would rather be held 
guilty of overstepping the bounds of good taste in order to help my 
country keep within the bounds of commen sense, than be given oredit 
for keeping within the bounds of good taste when it meant letting the 
common sense side of the question go hang!
